This Information. of the Plot was five years fmce given 

by me to perſons beyein ſpecified, but was ſuppreſſed; and 

' was again now of late tendered a-new to the Committee 

of the Lords fatting in Parhamen: at Weſtminſter, upon 

Oath, the 21ft of December, 1678. And # now ten- 
der'd by me to the Commons. 


HILE I was employed as Agent at the French 
Court for the Engliſh Militia's Concerns, one of 
the Officers brought me at Paris to the acquaint- 
ance of my _ Anne Gourdon, Siſter to the now 
Marqueſs of Huntley in Scotland. She after about a years frequen- 
tation, communicated uiito me certain 1umportant ſecrets concern- 


Inv a Popiſh Plot againſt England. | 


She's a Lady of vaſt correſpondence with the Popiſh Clergy 
and Nobility almoſt through all Exrope; living ordibarily as free 


perſon in Nunneries, and was then in a Convent at Pars. 


At a time I ſurprized her with two of the chief Scotch Semina- 
riſts of Paris, in a deep and dark diſcourſe of the Engliſh Af- 
fairs; and as ſoon as my Lady made them underſtand that I was 
one of her privateſt Friends, and Catholickly affe&ted ( It being 
fit ſhe ſhould imagine this ) they begun to ſpeak plain enough; 
ro Jet me perceive that their diſcourſe tended ro ſome ſudden de- 
ſign for the ſubverſion of the Engliſh Government and Gover- 
nour, and the (erting up of Popery here in England. 


But on ſome day of the Month of Noweniber, 1673, [ enqui- 
red of my Lady what thoſe myſterious diſcourſes meaned ſhe had 
with the Scotch Prieſt? She after long importunities and pro- 
teGations, revealed unto me that which tollows.

I. That there was now a grand Deſign on foot in England, for 


the ſerling of the Catholick Faith there publickly, 


IT. That there was alſo a project againſt the Parliament that 
made, ſtrch'a fir (as fre ſpoke) and was their obRacle; either to- 
tally: to difolye it, or to. ſow-fome divifjons betwixe the King and 
It ; where his Majeſty alſo ſhould find potent Adyerſaries of the

1]. That there was a very conſiderable pasty in England, who 
laboured to make the Duke of Tork King, but that the Stors in- 
deed were more for the Duke: of Monmouths being ſuch; it means 
could be made to bring him over to it, wherein - ſhe conceived 
might be an uſeful Inſtrument, having been employed under 
him. But faid T, What do they mean to do with the King him- 
ſelf?

I. That che now King of England would be made iway, and 
diſpatcher after his Father, fo that he would'tior be ſhortly itt a cafe 


to annoy any body. 


Then I. askt her by what means they thonght to bring ſuch mac- 
ters about 2. and who were the leading-men in the contrivance, 
and who the Under-agents to carry it on ? She ſaid, Thar- all thar 
was too much for me to know at the firſt time ; beſides, rhat it 
was then too late at night ; but that at my-return within three 
days ( for avoiding of ſuſpition ) I ſhould be tully fatisfied. But 
[ inſifted, That theſe were grand affairs whereoi ſhe fpoke, for 
which conſequently ſhe needed to have more than comman 
orounds. She replied, that I ought not to doubt bur that ſhe had 
the beſt correſpondency in England, Scotland, and France, as hav- 
ing on the one part Madam de Gourdon her Aunt, one of the 
chief Ladies with the Dutcheſs of Orleance, which was taken to 
be,of the fitteſt for Intelligence and Intrigues at the French Court; 
and on the other fide, that ſhe received Letcers almoſt every week 
from the eminenteſt Church-men on this and that fide of the ſea, 
as alſo from ſome of the greateſt Nobility of England and Scot. 
land, namely, from her Brother the Marquels of . Huntley, my Lord 
Oxenford of Scotland, Mr. Maitland ( lomewhat concerned, as (he

equire, "whether he thought it not fit to communicate unto me 
the 'Heads 'and Grounds of this affair wherein' he was pleaſed'to 
make me 'his' Speaker and Tntroducer”at Court, leſt, faid I, ' any 
occaſion "might happen 'for me*to "ſecond it. The buſineſs chat 
L am to repreſent'to the' King of France is this : 


Articles a- Wi [et 16, THAT faid he, which mightily concerns the wel- 
| > ang fare of the Catholicks in England, and of thole in Ireland eſpe- 
o cially. | 


I. Thathe was to propole ways tothe King of France, where- 
by to relieve them in their preſent extremities and perſecutions, 
and for to undertake their protettion ; and lome of | his ways was 
to Arm ſome Iriſh, and to ſecure ſome Sea-Port Town in Ireland 
for the French. | 


II. He faid that he had a ſpecial good Warrant and Commil- 


ſion for this his Negotiation from ſome of the greateſt perſons in 
Ergland. 


IV. That he was to ſolicit his Chriſtian Majeſty for a Penſion, 
or the Arrears payable to himlelf. The next morning [ went to 
the Kings Riſing to acquaint the Marſhal Bellefond, that the Arch- 
biſhop Talbot was in Town to wait on His Majeſty and Him; he 
wiſh't me to introduce him : The Marſhal knew him ac firſt ſight, 
and imbraced him, and acquainted the King with his coming ; 
His Majeſty receiving him with great civilicy, Ted him into a pri- 
vate Room, where Mr. Moore and [' following them, he beck'ned 
to Mr. Moore that had the paper, to advance : But [ from the door- 
ward ſaw the Bithop preſent a Letter ro the King, and other pa- 
pers, which I think were ſealed. I over-heard he ſpoke in Italian 
at firſt entrance, their Conference laſted about half an hour ; 
and though that King is ſomewhat of a Grave, and ſomewhat 
Moroſe temper, yet he often ſmiled, as at Propoſitions that plea- 
{ed him. 


But at our coming out from Court, I enquired of the Biſhop 
of the good ſucceſs of his Negotiation, which | rold him ſeemed 
to be ot other or more matters then. he acquainted me with, No, 
ſaid he, 'tis but of the fame matter I ſpoke to you of laſt night; 

where- 


* whereof he ſaid; I ſhould know more, ſecing he muſt come 
to Court again andagain about it, though the King ( conti- 
nued he) promiſed all poſlible ſatisfaction and hopes of a 
good iſſue. So, not to increaſe ſuſpicion by further inqui- 
ries, I urged, him no more, but departed from him for that- 
time to Paris. Yet note, that Mr. Moore,did alſo genegally 
touch unto me. the Matters, of: the aforeſaid Articles and Plor, 
having heard it from the ſaid Biſhop, Peter Talbot, and his 
apers. 5 | | | 
And further obſerve, That one Mr. Cone. a Scotch-man 
( who was formerly the Popes Nuncio, and then his Agent 
at Paris) had almoſt every day private Conferences with 
both the Talbots, and went betwixt them, their Nuncio,then 
being at Paris ; and that the Talbots and this Conne came 
often to my Lady Anne Huntleys, though my Lady had 
alſo another pretext to ſee Conne. The very ſame nighe 
I did communicate all that paſt in this Peter Talbot's Nego- 
tiation to Sir Robert Welſh, as I had done before that other 
Plot of Lady Huztleys, both fearing leſt this grand ſecrer 
might dye with me, I having many Enemies daily threat- 
. Ring me then at Paris:; and for that this Sir Robert was a 
man that ſtill made much profeſſion of his Aﬀings, Suffer< 
ings, and Loyalty for the King of England, in ſuch former 
diſcoveries ; but Sir Roberts truer CharaQer I found out too 
late. - 
However Sir. Robert moſt unfaithfully forthwith diſcovered 
all to Colonel Talbot, both that of my Lady Huntleys, and 
the Talbots buſineſs ; and that I intended ſpeedily to go for 
England to accuſe both him and his brother Peter ; the Co- 
lone! feigning to keep his bed, defires to, ſpeak with me at 
his own Lodging. The Circumitances of che meſſage with the 
Premiſſes weighed, I took one or two along with me to. his 
very, Chamber door on another pretext ; he preſently defired 
to know when I intended for England, and when I had ſeen 
Sir Robert Welſh. But by this -much, forthwith perceiving I 
was betrayed ; I pretended another occaſion of that Voyage; 
for which beſides I ſeemed not to be very earneſt, if either 
in Paris, or with the now Dutcheſs of York ( then at Paris } 
he would procufe me ſome fit employment of Secretary, or 
Uſher. And at firſt he went about to perſwade me from' com- 
C ing

ing over into Eyvgland at all. Then began to threaten me mans 


fally ; and if he heard I did otherwiſe rhan I ſaid, in fteal- 


ing away for, England on ſuch occaſions againſt them and 
the Catholicks, they would infallibly procure I ſhould be 
forthwith committed ro the Tower of London or the Gate. 
bouſe, at my arrival ; which atcordingly happened according 
ro his ſpightful propheſfe, about ſeven days after I arrived at 
L ondon, | | 

That ſeeing the effe& of his threatnings fall out ſo pun- 
Qually, and not doubting theteupon, but that he, with Sir 
Robert Welſh, and Correſpondents here, were the ſecret Con- 
rrivers of my four years cloſe impriſonment in the Tower 
( though a very remote ſurpriſe was pur ir by them for pre- 
text ) therefore I ſaid I was afraid to charge them much, and 
bur warily, whilſt I was in the Tower , feating to fare the 
worſe by the means of any ſecret friend of theirs. 


EVIDENCES. 


H E aforeſaid Sir Robert Welſh his Evidence, now in 
«© London, may firſt confirm the truth of this my Informa- 
tion ; for he being now in Lozdon, can witneſs that I diſclo- 
ſed to him all the faid Treaſons about five years ſince, in or a« 
bout the Month of Nowember 1673 ; ſo that it cannot be ima- 
gined that this my Information is ſome new matter fitted for 
the times againſt Papiſts ; nor that it is ſome odious new- 
coined "5s 4m according to the humour and device of ſome 
diſſenting parties .( as Papiſts cavil ) , ſeeing that by four or 
five witneſſes hereafter rfientioned , who are' none of m 
Friends, it undeniably appears that I diſcovered this ſaid Plor 
many years before theſe times were thought of ; nay, and in 
ſuch a time when I never had ſeen England, or knew any 
perſon there, either by Letters or otherwiſe ( except ſuch 
Officers of the Army that were then in Fraxce). 


I. 1 did not know but that Sir Robert Welfb or fome other 
had hinted theſe matters to ſome Miniſter of State. 


FH. I began to diſcover ſome of theſe matters to Sir Fobn 
Rob.

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| Robinſon at the beginning of my impriſonment ; but whic 


ther ic was through any defe& of my delivery , ot that he 


| took ſuch Relations for a' deviſed ſtarring from the only 


point he world have me confeſs againſt the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, agaitiſt whom 1 never, conceived the leaſt harm ; but 
whatever it was for, Sir fohn made light of my Narration 
concerning the Lady Huntley and the ſaid Talbots buſineſs, 
which I am ſure 1 began to relate to him, at the leaſt in ſub- 
ſtance; but how far he ſuffered me to proceed, 1 cannot now 
well remember,both for that there's above four years fince,and 
for the hard uſages wherewith he ſtill troubled my mind 
(whercof neither His Majeſty nor the Duke of Monmouth knew 
their continuance ſo long ) as my Lord of Northampton told 


me. 
IT. And fince my enlargement at the very beginning of 
this Parliament, I yet went to the Tower to deſire Sir Fobr 
to ſecond me for.the diſcovering of the ſaid matters ; but he 
at my firſt ſpeaking rejefted my propolal, referring me to the 
Secretaries. And truly I would as heartily have applied my 


ſelf to the Secretaries as to any, but that [ feated, leſt of ſome 


errors which might be found in niy carrying on this buſineſs, 
they would be more likely to charge me therewith, as parties 
for the King and Laws, than any other chief Parliament-mem-_ 
bers, who would be more fit to intercede for me, and more at 
leiſure to ſue out a pardon. for me, if need were. 


_ TV. In fine, Col. Juſtin Maccarty, being then at Paris when 
theſe matters were vented out of Sir Kobert, of my accuſing 
the Lady Huntley and the Talbots, he, 1 ſay, with ſome of his 
Officers, can teſtifie that ſuch a Report came out then, ſome 
years ſince, if they would ſpeak truth. 
| V. Nay, and one Capt. Barret, with ſeveral other Officers 
that were beyond ſeas, rold me about a fortnight ago, that the 
report went amongſt the Iriſh, That the Talbots were commit- 
ted upon my Information , though I never ſpoke of them 
theſe four years till now ; but that by a fore-boding guilt they 
knew perfefly, and heard I had grounds enough wherewith 
to accuſe them; ſo that the Iriſh Catholicks here did threaten + 
me, alledging me to be an abettor of Mr. Oate's Informations 
againſt.

1 deſired my Keepers Wife and 
Child, here preſent to pray tor me, for that I was to be rack'd 
che next day. I asked my Keeper , What a Rack was ? 4n In- 
ftrument, ſaid he, to ſtretch the Body and Limbs out of all joynts, 


ſometimes full of Needles; and that it was called the Daughter of 


ſome Duhke.. I do not now remember which. But chis Fanuly be- 
ing weak perſons, were. themſclves frightaed ar this fad and 
terrible threatnings ; alledging , That none was ever carried tg 
be executed out of their houſe. 


_ Somectume afterwards I was ſent for to. be examined , to 
Whiteba!, betore. the Secretary,, my Lord of Bath, of New- 
port , andſome others, I never ſaw betore :\ They inquired, 
hacker! had beenunployed. under the Duke of Monmouth ?
